13, a most magnificent banner, 1o bs car
ricd by the commandary in the great Bi-
Centeunial pa:ade in Philadelphia.

The obverse of the baoner is of black
silk velvet, of the finest quality. In the
ceutre is a large Maltese cross, elegantly
embroidered in.crimson and carmine silk;
relioved by embroidered bands of silk of
the color of old goll. On the eemtre
of the cross is a silk embroidered
crown, the band and points being of
the color of gold and the crown a royal
purple, The baod is studded with em-
bividered jewels of bright colars. Ateach
ol the four points of the cross embroidered
with purple and white silk, are golden
stainens sod boawtifully shaded leaves of
green,

Surroundiug the cross and  in a some-
what oval form i the motto, * B 1HOU
FAITHFUL UNTO DEATH AND | WILL GIVE
THLE A CROWN OF 10FE.”  The letters ar=
of beautiful antique design and are em.
broidered in golden colored silk. Below
the motto is the monogramm of the com-
mandery, * L. C.,” embroidered in »ilk
of a goldea aud scarlet eolor.

This motto is encircled by a vive of ex-
yuisizc design the stem aud the leaves
being embroidered in threads of gold.
Surroundiog the outer edges of the black
velvet ground of the banuver, isa broad
baud of golden braid, to which is attached
a heavy gold bullion fringe, and at the
two lower corvers haug heavy gold bullivu
tansals,

The reverse of the bauner represents
the Kuights Templar battle flag. {t is of
the flinest silk—the upper half being black
and the lower hall white. Oa it is em-
broiderced in golden-colored silk letters,
shaded bligk, Lancaster CoMMANDERY
Nu. 13, K. T., Laxcastenr, .

The embroidering was done by one of
the most skillful artists in the United
States and the Messre, Horstman say no
finer picca’of work was ever done in the
United States. Certaiuly nothing ap-
proaching it in excellence has ever been
s3n iu Launcaster, and the c)mmandery
may well be proud of it.

The flagstaff on which the bauner is
earried is cbony, ornameunted with gold.
Tae top of the staff is surmounted with a
patriaichal double cioss. The bar to
which the banner is attache! by six gol.
den rings, is also of ebuony aud gold, and
has a golden buttle-axs at ose endand A

spoar-hoad at the other. The ban-
ner is fastened to the staff by heavy gol-
den cords from  which depend oun
elther side beautiful gold bullion tassals,
while two olbher tassols are gracefally
looped up above the top of the banner.

Accompanying it are two guidons of
scat ot silk with silk friugo, and the fig,
ure *“ 13 " in gold, in the contre.  The
At of the banner-bearer is of orimson
pateot leather, finely stitched, with zolden
belt-plate and socket for stafl,
